Now, there’ has been “a great 


deal of talk in our country as to 


what governs the price of cattle. 
It has been generally sfid that 


the abattoirs and packing houses 


govern the prices. Now, I do not 
think this is true. it may be 
true in some instances where mien 
get into towns or cities with 
small shipments, but our market 
has always been governed by the 
export trade, as until last year 
;when we only had a little over 
{cleven thousand cattle to export 
it was impossible for the packers 
and abattoirs to tell just how 
many cattle were in our country. 

Now, I know from my certain 
knowledge that one packer, who 
two years ago got more cattle 
than he could use, exported them 
himself and his actual loss was 
‘more than fifty thousand dollars. 
| A great many people here know 
the live stock export man, and do 
‘not begrudge any man the money 
the makes out of export cattle? I 
!have exported a good deal, and I 
hope I will never have to export 
again under the same conditions 
as before. Now, gentlemen, we 
‘never get a steer from our coun 
try to the old country for less 
than $28, and from that to $32. 
Now, is this not an awful tax on 
any country to have to pay to 
to get a market. The only rem- 
edy I know of is in the hands of 
the government, the railways and 


| the steamship people, who by an, 
earnest 


effort might reasonably 
reduce the expenses of transpor- 


‘tation. 


On the other hand, I do not 
think any man ‘need be afraid to

About the same time Governor 
Foss, of Massachusetts, deplored 
the fact that the Canadian tariff 
prevented the American manufac- 
turer from absorbing nearly all 
the Canadian manufacturing. He 
made the statement, which is per- 
fectly true, that owing to the 
customs duties. imposed, Ameri- 
can manufacturers are compelled 
to establish branches in Canada 
which has the effect of building 
up Canadian cities and increasing 
the value of Canadian farm lands 
and farm products. He argued 
that if the tariff wall were re- 
moved the business would go to 
assist American cities and Amer- 
ican farmers. 

OF course we have no intention 
of giving our neighbors to the 
south such an opportunity. Many 
of us can remember when we did 
not have that tariff wall and the 
American cities and farmers 
flourished at our expense. But! 
for thirty-five years we have been) 
doing more wisely, and as the 
article referred to above states, 
we have prospered and grown 
since that date at a relatively 
laster rate than our neighbors. 

But we have another problem! 
today. Thirty-five years ago the! 
West was of little importance. | 
Today it is of sufficient import-| 
ance for this St. Paul paper to 
style it the most important mar- 
ket for manufactured goods in!

drinking parents, as also are the 
great majority of the deformed, 
blind, etc. Alcohol is the direct 
lcause of faost of the suffering in 
the world. 

The speaker next showed that 
the blame for the traffic is not to 
be placed on those engaged init, 
but on the public sentiment that 
allows it. The way,to remove 
the evil is by an overpowering 
public sentiment that will total- 
ly remove the whole traffic, and 
the responsibility for this rests 
in part on each individual. 

Mrs. Silbaugh also gave  ad- 
dresses to both the Methodist 
and Presbyterian Sunday schools, 
to a gathering of woemn only in 
the Presbyterian Church in the 
afternoon, and to the children of 
the school on Monday morning.
